age  of  petroleum  spirit  and  oil  and  various  light  engineering  works. 

There  is  also  in  the  district  one  of  the  largest  Power  Stations 
in  the  Midlands. 

The  River  Severn  is  navigable  for  commercial  traffic  but  it  is 
being  used  less  and  less  and  the  principal  use  is  that  of  pleasure 
cruising.  The  same  remarks  apply  to  the  canal  and  the  basins 
but  the  combination  of  the  river,  canal  and  basins  provides  quite 
a  busy  focus  of  holiday  activity  which  promotes  further  industry 
in  the  building,  repair  and  furnishing  of  the  boats.

SECTION  “B” 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA 

Laboratory  Services 

Producer  samples  of  milk  and  samples  of  piped  water  supplies 
are  examined  by  the  County  Laboratory,  Worcester,  together  with 
food  for  chemical  analysis.  The  major  part  of  the  bacteriological 
work  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service, 
Worcester  Royal  Infirmary. 

Ambulance  Service 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  County  Council  as  Local 
Health  Authority,  and  there  is  a  system  of  radio  control  with 
the  Headquarters  in  the  County  Medical  Officer’s  Department  at 
Worcester.  The  Kidderminster  Ambulance  Station  provides  a  fully 
manned  24  hour  service.  An  ambulance  for  infectious  cases  is 
stationed  at  Hayley  Green  Isolation  Hospital  (under  the  control 
of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board). 

Hospitals 

All  Hospitals  are  administered  by  the  Birmingham  Regional 
Hospital  Board  through  their  Management  Committee.  The 
Kidderminster  General  Hospital  received  the  majority  of  hospital 
patients  from  this  district.  The  Lucy  Baldwin  Hospital  provides 
the  district  and  surrounding  area  with  maternity  beds.

Beds  for  Infectious  Diseases  are  provided  at  Hayley  Green 
Isolation  Hospital,  Halesowen  and  at  Newtown  Isolation  Hospital.

Out  patient  treatment  is  provided  at  the  Kidderminster  Hos¬ 
pital  Dispensary  where  Dr.  Cronin  attends,  Wednesday  mornings, 
Thursday  and  Friday  afternoons.  Inpatient  treatment  is  arranged 
at  Newtown,  Worcester.  Prevention  and  after-care  remain  the 
responsibility  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  and  the  service  is 
administered  locally  by  the  After-care  Sub-Committee.

Nursing  in  the  Home 

The  following  services  are  administered  by  the  Local  Health 
Authority  : — 

1 .  MIDWIFERY  and  GENERAL  NURSING 

Three  nurses  are  employed,  one  as  Midwife  and  two  carrying 
out  general  home  nursing  as  required. 

2.  HEALTH  VISITING  and  SCHOOL  NURSING 

Three  Health  Visitors/School  Nurses  visit  infants  and  children 
in  the  home  and  they  are  responsible  for  their  welfare  from 
eleven  days  until  5  years  of  age.  After  the  age  of  five  the 
children  come  under  the  surveillance  of  the  School  Nurse  and 
the  Health  Visitor  assists  where  necessary  with  school  medical 
inspections  and  treatment  of  minor  ailments  at  the  clinic. 
Certain  cases  of  mental  defect  are  also  visited.  The  Health 
Visitors  are  now  assigned  to  a  particular  General  Practitioner 
or  group  instead  of  having  a  geographical  area  and  in  this 
way  we  are  able  to  act  as  family  advisors  in  conjunction  with 
the  doctors  and  more  positive  help  can  be  given,  particularly 
to  aged  members  of  a  family.

(a)  ANTE-NATAL 

Ante-natal  clinics  are  held  each  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  at 
The  Lucy  Baldwin  Maternity  Hospital. 

(b)  INFANT  WELFARE 

1 .  Lucy  Baldwin  Hospital  —  weekly  each  Friday. 

2.  Wilden  —  third  Wednesday  each  month. 

3.  Areley  Kings  —  held  in  Parish  Hall,  Areley  Kings,  on  second 
and  fourth  Thursday  afternoons.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply 

The  majority  of  the  dwellings  and  industrial  premises  etc., 
are  supplied  by  the  North  West  Worcestershire  Water  Board.  One 
factory  premise  relies  on  a  private  water  supply  and  this  is  sampled 
regularly. 

The  public  supply  throughout  1970  was  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  quantity  and  no  action  was  necessary  because  of  any  con¬ 
tamination  of  any  kind.  Regular  sampling  was  carried  out  by  the 
Board  and  results  were  satisfactory. 

No  premises  are  supplied  from  stand-pipes  apart  from  a 
number  of  caravans  used  for  residential  purposes. 

Fluoride  is  not  added  artificially  to  the  public  supply  but  the 
natural  content  is  0.2  mg/litre. 

Sewerage  and  Drains 

As  new  estates  are  developed  and  expand  the  load  increases 
on  the  older  parts  of  the  sewerage  system,  particularly  affecting 
the  function  of  pumping  stations.  Further  progress  has  been  made 
during  1970  in  the  preparation  of  the  major  scheme  for  allevia¬ 
tion  of  the  over-load  and  it  is  anticipated  that  tenders  for  the 
work  will  be  invited  during  1971.

2.  Sampling  at  other  than  Retail  Level 

A  considerable  part  of  the  milk  retailed  in  Stourport  is 
bottled  from  bulk  at  a  processing  dairy  in  Kidderminster  and  for 
this  reason,  incoming  supplies  have  been  sampled.  Much  of  the 
incoming  milk  is  now  collected  from  farm  bulk  tanks  (refrigerated) 
and  of  the  69  samples  of  non-Channel  Islands  milk  taken,  62 
were  from  such  tanks.  Also,  22  samples  of  Channel  Islands  milk 
were  taken. 

2  samples  from  bulk  tanks  were  found  to  contain  0.9%  and 
8.9%  of  extraneous  water  but  follow  up  samples  were  correct. 
2  samples  of  Channel  Islands  milk  from  2  producers  were  5.0% 
and  2.5%  deficient  of  fat.  These  were  from  single  churns  in  multi¬ 
churn  consignments  and  in  each  case,  the  fat  content  of  the  con¬ 
signment  as  a  whole  was  satisfactory.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 
Refuse  Collection 

A  weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  but  not  without 
difficulty.  The  necessity  for  forming  three  crews  becomes  more 
and  more  pressing  but  this  will  not  be  possible  before  April,  1972, 
when  the  necessary  vehicles  and  man  power  will  be  available. 

The  appointment  of  a  working  foreman  to  control  the  day 
to  day  work  has  improved  the  general  situation.  In  addition  to 
the  supervision  of  the  men  he  is  able  to  stand  in  at  short  notice 
for  any  type  of  work,  tanker,  loading  refuse,  tip  control  etc.,  and 
this  has  been  a  big  factor  in  the  maintenance  of  all  the  services. 


Refuse  Disposal 

The  use  of  the  Bonemill  Tip  continues  and  no  major  problem 
has  been  met  during  the  year.  Arrangements  have  been  made  to 
obtain  assistance  in  excavating  land  previously  used  for  tipping 
in  order  to  extend  the  life  of  the  tipping  area. 

The  publicity  given  to  the  availability  of  the  tip  for  house¬ 
holders  to  deposit  any  type  of  refuse  themselves  has  resulted  in 
a  vast  increase  in  the  numbers  doing  so,  particularly  during  the 
summer  months  when  garden  refuse  becomes  a  problem,  and  of 
course  the  increase  in  the  do-it-yourself  enthusiasts  bringing  any¬ 
thing  from  a  bathroom  suite  to  a  couple  of  sacks  of  rubble.
